“What  this  program  can 
potentially  do  is  empower 
people  to  reduce  crime  in 
their  own  community,”  she 
said.  “Once  people  learn 
what  steps  they  can  take  to 
make  change  happen,  that  in 
itself  has  made  the  program 
effective.” 

Dilworth  also  talked  of  the 
“victories”  of  another  block 
club,  which  after  meeting 
several  times  was  able  to 
have  police  patrols  increas¬ 
ed  on  their  block  and  led 
police  to  investigate  a  home 
with  much  late-night  noise 


BLOCK  CLUBS 

Less  than  a  week  following 
a  Project  SAFE  block  club 
meeting  on  a  street  in  In- 
gleside  Terrace,  an  elderly 
woman  saw  and  reported  at 
mid-day  two  burglars  enter¬ 
ing  a  home  behind  hers.  She 
called  the  police,  reported  a 
burglary  in  progress  and 
watched  as  police  quickly  ar¬ 
rived  and  arrested  one  of  the 
suspects. 

From  the  family  whose 
home  would  have  been 
burglarized  she  received  the 
next  day  a  florist’s 
Christmas  bouquet  and  a 
note  of  thanks  saying  “...You 
saved  us  from  a  great  deal  of 
sorrow.” 

Several  other  examples  of 
“victories”  have  been 
brought  about  by  Project 
SAFE  block  clubs  in  the 
OMI.  Bringing  neighbors 
together  in  an  effort  to  pro¬ 
tect  each  other’s  person  and 
property  is  what  SAFE,  a 
federally  funded  program 
through  the  S.FT  Police 
Department,  is  all  about. 

OMI  residents  Gwen 
Dilworth  has  been  the  SAFE 
Neighborhood  Coordinator 
for  the  Ingleside  Police 
District  since  last  April. 

Since  that  time  she  has  over¬ 
seen  the  formation  of  nearly 
50  block  clubs.  She  believes 
the  program  is  essentially 
one  of  self-help.

and  a  great  deal  of 
suspicious  traffic.  A  drug 
bust  ended  a  major  an¬ 
noyance  for  neighbors  on 
that  block. 

“From  mutual  concern 
came  the  belief  of  the  people 
in  that  neighborhood  that 
they  could  indeed  make  a 
change  on  their  block,”  she 
said.  “But  this  project  is  not 
a  miracle  cure.  These 
changes  only  came  after 
months  of  neighbors  working 
among  themselves  and  with 
police.”

(Notice  Grand  Auto’s  new 
colors  and  signs,  too  —  a 
special  treatment  for  their 
Ocean  Avenue  store ! )  These 
merchants  are  to  be  ap¬ 
plauded  for  being  the 
forerunners  of  the  new 
Ocean  Avenue  image  — 
patronize  them  if  you  can! ! 

HCI,  in  cooperation  with 
Wells  Fargo  Bank,  is  now 
also  offering  6%  loans  for 
storefront  renovation  to 
either  owner  or  tenants  on 
the  street.  30  new  trash 
receptacles  bearing  the  Mer¬ 
chants  Association  logo  will 
also  be  installed  soon.  Cross¬ 
walk  repaving  and  entrance 
signs  will  follow.  All  these 
improvements  have  or  will 
be  realized  with  Federal 
Community  Development 
funding. 

HUD’s  new  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant 
(UDAG)  program  is  also  be¬ 
ing  considered  by  HCI  and 


the  City  as  the  source  of 
funds  to  possibly 
underground  all  utilities  on 
Ocean,  encourage  the 
development  of  the  commer¬ 
cial  parcel  on  Homewood 
Terrace  with  community  in¬ 
volvement  and  provide  for 
additional  parking  through 
acquisition  of  sites  for  park¬ 
ing  lots,  or  through  creation 
of  diagonal  side  street  park¬ 
ing.  HCI,  the  Department  of 
City  Planning  and  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Communi¬ 
ty  Development  are  now  in¬ 
volved  in  preparing  this  ap¬ 
plication. 

The  tide  is  beginning  to 
turn  on  Ocean  Avenue  after 
all!

Benjamino  Bufano’s 
famous  statue,  St.  Francis  of 
the  Guns,  commemorating- 
peace  and  brotherhood, 
depicts  four  slain  leaders, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  John  F. 
Kennedy,  Robert  Kennedy, 
and  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr., 
graces  the  front  of  City  Col¬ 
lege’s  Science  Building,  fac¬ 
ing  Phelan  Avenue. 

Made  from  approximately 
2000  melted  down  arms, 
gathered  by  the  former 
Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  during 
a  voluntary  “no  questions 
asked”  collection  of 
firearms.  Bufano  had  them 
melted  into  three  50  gallon 


drums  and  shipped  to  a  foun¬ 
dry  in  Pietasanta,  Italy 
where  he  forged  the  iron 
with  bronze  and  crafted  the 
metal  into  the  statue. 

Since  its  completion  the 
monument  has  traveled 
from  San  Francisco  to  San 
Diego,  to  Osaka  Japan  (our 
sister  city).  In  its  permanent 
home  we  at  OMI  hope  along 
with  the  late  Beniamino 
Bufano  that  whenever  you 
see  this  statue  you  will 
ponder  about  the  true 
American  spirit,  using  your 
head  more  and  your  gun 
less.

The  WBHSA  will  have  ma¬ 

jor  impact  on  the  billions~oF 
health  dollars  spent  in  ffie~ 

tri-counties.  The  agency  has 

the  power  to  review  expen¬ 
diture  of  funds  which  means 
it  will  be  approving  or  deny¬ 
ing  proposed  health  expen¬ 
ditures. 

In 

November,  the  West  Bay 
H.S.A.  sponsored  a  series  of 
public  hearings  to  solicit 
comments  on  health  needs  in 
San  Francisco.  I  co-chaired 
the  hearing  closest  to  the 
OMI  area  which  was  held  at 
the  District  3,  Southeast 
Health  Center  on  November 
22,  1977.  Although  poorly  at¬ 
tended,  the  comments  were 
very  revealing.  For  your  in¬ 
formation,  listed  are  a  few  of 
the  highlights  of  the 
testimony. 

•  Community  represen 
tatives  from  this  area 
generally  complained  about 
the  lack  of  accessible 
hospital-based  out-patient 
and  emergency  services  in 
neighborhoods  such  as  Ber¬ 
nal  Heights,  the  Ingleside 
and  Visitacion  Valley. 

•  Need  for  better  coordina¬ 
tion  and  lack  of  continuity  in 
health  services  among  both 
private  and  public  health 
facilities  and  program. 

•  A  strong  concern  was  ex¬ 
pressed  about  the  high  cost 
of  health  care.

I  read  George  Fulmore’s 
articles  on  the  supervisorial 
election  with  interest.  I 
thought,  for  the  most  part, 
they  were  well  written,  and 
that  the  juxtaposition  of  Mr. 
Covington’s  reaction  to 
finishing  second  was  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest. 

The  second  paragraph  of

In  the  OMI  News  article 
Mr.  Covington  offers  no  pro¬ 
of,  sets  forth  no  facts,  but 
simply  slanders  his  oppo¬ 
nent,  Mr.  Dolson,  and 
everyone  who  voted  for  him. 
Perhaps  it  is  conceivable 
that  everyone  who  voted  for 
Lee  Dolson,  Mike  Nolan,  etc. 
(in  fact,  everyone  who  didn’t 
vote  for  Bob  Covington)  is  a 
racist.  But  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe. 

I  believe  it  is  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  OMI  News  to 
probe  and  clarify  such  a 
charge  if  it  is  to  be  printed.

Last  spr¬ 
ing,  handicapped  persons 
and  their  supporters 
demonstrated  across  the  na¬ 
tion.

In  the  1870’s  Cornelius  Staggs  arrived  on  the  San  Francisco 
scene.  Little  is  known  about  the  man  other  than  he  bought  the 
Ocean  View  Racing  and  Riding  Park  near  Lake  Merced  and 
later  built  the  Ingleside  Inn.  Both  of  these  illustrious 
establishments  were  on  Ocean  Road. 

Ocean  Road,  the  scene  of  most  of  the  really  serious  gambl¬ 
ing  in  San  Francisco,  ( far  away  from  the  la w ) ,  was  thick  with 
horse  racing  tracks,  dog  tracks,  boxing  camps,  road  houses 
—  all  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  you  can  get  something 
for  nothing  if  the  odds  are  right  and  your  luck  holds. 

Well,  Cornelius  Staggs  became  modestly  rich  off  these 
gambling  fools  —  providing  them  with  food,  drink,  lodging 
and  excitement.  He  hosted  the  inost  famous,  longest  and 
most  exciting  horse  race  in  San  Francisco  history. 

In  1873,  The  Ocean  View  Racing  and  Driving  Park,  built  by 
Colonel  Dicky  in  the  1860’s,  staged  a  four  mile  heat  and 
repeat  horse  race  that  attracted  so  many  participants  that 
the  winning  horse,  Thad  Stevens,  had  to  run  16  miles  to  claim 
the  victory.  They  made  stout  horses  in  those  days. 

It  was  reported  that  50,000  spectators  attended  the  meet 
and  the  Green  family,  local  farmers,  made  a  fortune  shuttl¬ 
ing  the  people  from  the  end  of  the  #12  i  trolley  >  the  track  at 
Lake  Merced.  And  the  story  goes  that  the  traffic  jam  after 
the  race  yielded  the  Greens  another  fortune  in  broken  car¬ 
riages,  runaway  horses,  lost  wallets  and  other  valuable  flot¬ 
sam. 

In  the  late  80’s  Staggs  built  a  small  lovely  Swiss  Chalet  on 
the  corner  of  Ocean  Ave.  and  Junipero  Serra  Blvd.  and  called 
it  the  Ingleside  Inn.  Later  he  moved  this  cottage  and  built  an 
even  larger  establishment  to  accommodate  his  growing 
business.  Unfortunately  the  new  building  burned  down  short¬ 
ly  after  and  the  old  cottage  was  moved  back  to  its  original 
place  and  business  was  as  usual,  hardly  a  day  missed. 

Staggs  met  an  untimely  death  a  few  years  later  when  he 
was  murdered  one  dark  night  by  the  infamous  Bicycle  Bandit 
who  took  Staggs’  money  and  shot  the  poor  man.  The  Bandit 
was  never  caught  and  the  only  clues  were  the  treadmarks  of 
his  bicycle  in  the  dust  at  the  front  of  the  Inn. 

The  Inn  was  taken  over  after  Staggs  death  by  Barney 
Farley,  the  gentleman  who  owned  the  boxing  training  camp 
across  the  street.  This  Inn  survived  until  the  late  1920’s, 
when  Henry  Peese  bought  the  lot  and  built  an  Associated 
Station  to  accommodate  the  booming  auto  population  in  the 
area. 

Mr.  Peese*,  a  local  resident,  ran  an  extraordinary  service 
station.  We  have  it  on  a  good  authority  that  when  his  family’s 
Stutz  pulled  up  to  the  pumps,  not  less  than  five  attendents 
swarmed  out  to  service  the  auto.  Mr.  Peese  had  style! 

In  1975,  after  various,  lesser,  stations,  Glendale  Federal 
Savings  and  Loan  of  Glendale,  Californisa,  bought  the  lot  for 
a  three  story  office  building  and  branch  office.  The  building, 
now  under  construction,  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

The  corner  has  had  an  exciting,  stylish  history  and  the 
community  is  looking  forward  to  Glendale  continuing  that 
reputation.

ALERT 

Protect  yourself  against 
crime  by  practicing  these 
basic  safety  tips.  When  you 
go  out,  make  sure  your  home 
is  locked  and  secure.  Give  it 
a  lived  in  appearance  by 
leaving  a  light  on  and  a  radio 
playing.  Be  aware  of  others 
in  your  vicinity  when  enter¬ 
ing  or  exiting  your  home, 
especially  when  transpor¬ 
ting  items  to  and  from  the 
car.  When  giving  parties, 
open  your  door  only  to  those 
who  are  invited.  When  you 
go  shopping,  carry  only  a 
minimal  amount  of  curren¬ 
cy.  Keep  cash  and  important 
documents  on  your  person, 
not  in  your  purse  or  wallet. 
Carry  only  those  credit 
cards  which  you  will  be  us¬ 
ing.  If  credit  cards  are  stolen 
report  the  loss  immediately. 
Halt  all  further  transactions 
even  if  notified  that  they 
have  been  found.  Women 
should  carry  their  purses 
under  their  arms.  Don’t 
dangle  it.  If  the  purse  is 
grabbed,  don’t  hang  on  to  it. 
What’s  inside  is  not  worth 
the  risk  of  injury.  Attempt  to 
obtain  a  description  or  other 
information  which  will  help 
the  police  department  ap¬ 
prehend  the  suspect. 

Men  should  carry  their 
wallets  in  their  inside  coat 
pockets  to  deter  pickpockets. 
Be  alert  in  crowds  and  check 
your  valuables  if  bumped  or 
distracted.  When  shopping 
with  children,  keep  them 
within  sight  and  provide 
them  with  a  means  to  be 
identified,  should  you 
become  separated. 

Both  drivers  and  pedes¬ 
trians  must  take  caution  as 
they  move  through  the  city 
streets.  Make  sure  doors  and 
windows  are  properly 
secured  when  driving  as  well 
as  when  the  car  is  parked.
